Forty-Fourth  Annual  Report

The  Forty-fourth  Annual  Report  of  your  Committee  will  be 
found  in  an  abridged  form,  most  of  the  customary  tables  and 
acknowledgments  being  deleted  from  considerations  of  economy. 
The  tabulated  Summary  and  the  Abstracts  of  Accounts  are 
retained,  from  which  it  is  hoped  the  activities  of  the  Institution 
may  be  appreciated. 

THE  LIBRARY  AND  STAFF. 

The  Statistical   Returns  show  a  small  falling  off    in  the 
numbers  of  books  lent  for  home  reading  during  the  past  year, 
although  an  increase  of  borrowers  is  recorded.    This  is  not 
11^  surprising  when  allowance  is  made  for  the  enthralling  interest 

during  these  strenuous  times  of  the  records  in  the  periodical 
press,  the  perusal  of  which  naturally  encroaches  on  the  time 
normally  given  to  more  sustained  reading.  This  fall  in  the  issues 
is  fairly  uniform  in  the  various  sections  of  knowledge,  the  books 
in  Braille  for  the  use  of  the  blind  and  those  on  Politics  and 
Economics  alone  showing  an  increased  demand.  This  last  again 
is  quite  natural,  and  shows  a  laudable  desire  on  the  part  of 
serious  readers  to  acquaint  themselves  with  the  fundamental 
causes  of  the  great  struggle  now  proceeding  between  the  different 
types  of  civilisation  in  Europe. 

To  the  same  cause,  in  the  main,  may  be  attributed  the 
gratifying  increase  of  the  Reference  Department  issues.  These 
issues,  it  may  be  noted,  only  indicate  the  activities  of  the 
Department,  no  record  being  practicable  of  the  use  made  of  the 
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Ready  Reference  shelf  of  some  sixty  volumes  (irrespective  of 
Guides  and  Directories),  which  can  be  consulted  without  formal 
application. 

The  erecting  of  the  Branch  Libraries,  to  be  furnished  com- 
plete to  the  residents  of  our  ancient  borough  by  the  munificence 
of  Mr.  Carnegie,  has  made  good  progress  during  the  current 
year  and  their  externals  are  rapidly  approaching  completion. 
The  Carnegie  United  Kingdom  Trust  have  advanced  the  neces- 
sary payments  as  the  work  proceeded,  about  £6,000  having  been 
paid  o\'er  to  date.  It  will  still  be  some  months  before  the 
fittings  can  be  completed  and  the  generous  gift  handed  over  in 
its  entirety.  Your  Committee  would  here  record  their  appre- 
ciation of  the  generosity  of  Alderman  and  Mrs.  Chambers  in 
adding  to  the  benefactions  of  Mr.  Carnegie  a  very  acceptable 
one  of  their  own  for  the  London  Road  Branch,  in  the  form  of 
a  four-dial  turret  Clock  with  3  cwt.  bell  to  strike  the  hour. 

The  Exter  non  for  the  housing  of  the  two  libraries  of 
Derbyshire  Books,  Staff  Offices,  and  much  needed  Art  Gallery 
and  Storage  accommodation,  is  also  progressing  rapidly.  Your 
Committee  would  remind  you  that  towards  the  total  cost 
of  this  important  extension  a  sum  of  over  £2,000,  in  addition  to 
the  purchase  money  of  the  "  Library,"  has  been  paid  from  the 
Bemrose  Library  Fund,  raised  by  public  subscription. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  constitution  of  your 
Committee  during  the  past  year. 

In  the  death,  last  March,  of  Joseph  Foley,  for  twenty-two 
years  Art  Gallery  Attendant  here,  your  Committee  lost  a  con- 
scientious and  much  valued  servant.  His  post  has  been  filled 
by  Albert  E.  Smith,  transferred  from  the  Library  and  Museum 
staff,  whose  previous  experience  in  handling  works  of  art  specially 
qualify  him  for  the  position.  Ernest  H.  Gratton,  who  holds  a 
Distinguished  Conduct  Medal,  won  in  the  present  war,  has  been 
appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  thus  caused. 

THE  MUSEUM. 

During  the  year  the  Museum  collections  have  received 
constant  attention  in  classification  and  labelling.  Stock  and 
registration  books  have  been  prepared  for  the  Museum  and  Art 
Gallery,  in  which  have  been  entered  all  available  particulars 
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*  of  the  various  collections,   and  a  card   catalogue  is  in  pre- 

paration for  sections  of  the  Museum  which  have  not  printed 
catalogues. 

Additions  by  gift  and  purchase  have  been  numerous,  and 
donors  have  been  suitably  thanked.  Grants-in-aid  for  the  pur- 
chase of  scientific  objects  have  been  received  from  the  Board  of 
Education  through  the  Victoria  and  Albert  Museum,  and  from 
the  Derbyshire  Education  Committee. 

Loans  of  stuffed  specimens  of  birds  and  several  cases  of 
insects  have  been  made  to  the  Education  Committee  for  use  in 
schools. 

Explanatory  Labels  have  been  placed  in  many  of  the  exhi- 
bition cases,  which  help  to  make  the  objects  more  intelligible  to 
the  imscientific  visitor.  The  labelling  throughout  the  Museum 
is  receiving  attention  to  meet  the  requirements  of  ordinary 
persons  and  school  children. 

The  Wild  Flower  Table  has  been  maintained  at  its  usual 
standard,  and  owing  to  the  lack  of  vohmtary  help,  the 
necessary  collecting  has  been  done  by  the  staff. 

The  British  Birds  collection  has  been  improved  by  the  re- 
mounting of  several  species  in  groups  illustrating  the  natural 
habits  and  habitats.  This  method  is  preferable  to  mounting 
on  plain  wooden  stands,  but  takes  up  more  space. 

A  type  collection  of  British  Lepidoptera  has  been  arranged 
in  a  new  cabinet,  and  spaces  have  been  left  to  accommodate 
Derbyshire  specimens.  This  is  distinct  from  the  series  on 
exhibition  for  general  use. 

The  Medals  and  Coins  have  been  re-arranged  and  re-labelled, 
and  two  small  cases  prepared  illustrating  Derbyshire  coins, 
medals,  and  tokens.  A  coin  of  Athelstan  (a.d.  924-940),  minted 
in  Derby,  has  been  added  to  the  collection,  as  well  as  several 
interesting  Derbyshire  tokens. 

The  Derbyshire  Antiquities  have  been  re-labelled,  and  a  large 
carved  oak  storey-post  placed  cn  exhibition. 

The  Attendance  has  been  steadily  maintained  throughout  the 
year,  and  is  estimated  to  average  three  hundred  a  day,  making 
a  total  of  about  75,000  visitors  per  annum.

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THE  ART  GALLERY. 

Exhibitions  have  been  held  as  follows  : — 

Autumn  Exhibition  of  Oil  Paintings,  28th  October,  1914,  to 

30th  January,  1915  ;   9,314  visitors. 
Spring  Exhibition  of  Water  Colours,  24th  February  to  29th 

May,  1915  ;   12,723  visitors. 
Summer  Exhibition  of  Reproductions  of  Famous  Paintings, 

Drawings,  and  Etchings,  16th  June  to  2nd  October,  1915  ; 

14,554  visitors. 

In  the  Autumn  Exhibition  a  special  feature  was  made  of 
war  pictiu'cs,  which  proved  of  great  interest  under  present 
circumstances.  These  included  battle  scenes  on  land  and  sea, 
ships  of  the  Navy,  portraits  of  well-known  military  men,  and 
views  in  the  war  area  of  France  and  Flanders.  The  Spring 
Exhibition  was  probably  the  best  collection  of  modern  water 
colours  ever  exhibited  in  this  gallery,  and  was  very  well  attended. 
The  Summer  Exhibition  of  Reproductions  consisted  of  100  auto- 
types kindly  lent  by  the  Victoria  and  Albert  Museum,  with  the 
addition  of  a  number  from  our  own  collections.  The  exhibi- 
tion was  of  considerable  educational  value,  and  on  the  whole 
was  well  attended. 

Gifts  and  Bequests  have  been  numerous  and  valuable,  and 
a  catalogue  of  the  additions  to  the  Ceramic  section  has  been 
printed  and  is  on  sale  to  the  public  at  3d.  per  copy.  In  the 
absence  of  the  usual  list  of  donations,  formal  acknowledgment 
of  all  gifts  received  cannot  be  made,  but  some  of  the  more 
important  must  be  mentioned. 

The  "  Mundy  "  Collection  is  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Emily  G.  Mundy, 
of  Markeaton  Hall,  Derby,  widow  of  the  late  F.  Noel  Mundy, 
Esq.,  and  consists  of  a  selection  from  the  large  collections  at 
Markeaton.  It  comprises  57  pieces  of  china,  4  examples  of 
enamel  ware,  42  various  curios,  an  ebony  display  table,  and 
two  museum  show-cases  of  the  South  Kensington  pattern. 

The  "  Bradshaw  "  Collection  was  formerly  in  the  possession 
of  the  Bradshaw  family,  of  Barton  Blount,  Derbyshire.  The 
last  of  the  family.  Miss  Ellen  Charlotte  Bradshaw,  died  on  the 
18th  March,  1915,  and  to  her  memory  the  collection  of  china 
was  given  by  Miss  Hardisty,  of  Buxton.     It  comprises  92 
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pieces  of  china,  a  chair  and  a  cushion  of  local  historical 
interest. 

The  "  Shaw  "  Collection  was  bequeathed  by  the  late  Mrs. 
Emily  Shaw,  of  11,  Vernon  Street,  Derby,  who  died  on  the 
7th  June,  1915,  widow  of  the  late  William  Turner  Shaw,  Esq., 
solicitor,  of  Derby.  Mrs.  Shaw  also  left  the  siun  of  £200  for 
the  purchase  of  suitable  cases.  The  collection  consists  of  over 
100  pieces  of  china,  chiefly  Crown  Derby,  and  a  mmiber  of 
specimens  of  Mason's  ironstone  china ;  also  10  water-colour 
drawings,  all  seascapes,  by  W.  A.  Knell,  senr. 

The  Permanent  Collection  has  been  increased  by  the  last 
mentioned  items  :  an  engraved  portrait  of  Earl  Curzon  of 
Kedleston,  presented  by  his  Lordship  ;  and  an  oil  painting  by 
H.  L.  Pratt,  "  A  View  of  Derby  Market  Place  about  1850." 

Loans  have  been  received  from  the  Victoria  and  Albert 
Museum,  as  already  mentioned,  and  pictures  have  been  received 
for  exhibition  from  the  Corporations  of  Oldham  and  Nottingham, 
the  Tate  Gallery,  and  various  private  collectors  and  artists. 
Twelve  pictures  have  been  lent  from  the  Permanent  Collection 
to  the  Corporation  of  Burton-on-Trent  for  exhibition  in  their 
new  Art  Gallery. 


The  necessity  for  the  present  of  a  stringent  economy  and 
curtailment  of  expenditure  which  all  recognise,  has  resulted  in 
an  unavoidable  suspension  for  the  time  being  of  some  of  the 
schemes  for  promoting  the  wider  service  of  the  public  which 
your  Committee  have  in  hand,  but  it  is  earnestly  hoped  this 
necessity  is  only  of  a  temporary  nature. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  gladly  record  their  appre- 
ciation of  the  conscientious  care  with  which  the  staff  discharges 
its  duties,  and  the  courteous  and  helpful  services  of  the  local 
Press.

The  Forty-fifth  Annual  Report  of  your  Committee  will  again 
be  found  in  an  abridged  form,  a  continued  necessity  for  strict 
economy  compelling  the  omission  of  the  customary  tables  and 
acknowledgments.  The  tabulated  Summary  and  the  Abstract 
of  Accounts  will,  it  is  hoped,  suffice  to  indicate  the  activities 
of  the  Institution  during  the  past  year. 

THE  LIBRARY  AND  STAFF. 

The  Statistical  Returns  show  a  slight  decline  in  the  number 
of  works  issued  for  home  reading,  which  is  not  surprising  when 
we  take  into  consideration  the  large  number  of  readers  removed 
from  the  Borough  on  military  service,  the  diminished  leisure  of 
those  who  remain,  and  the  fact  that  the  purchase  of  new  books 
by  your  Committee  has  been  reduced  to  a  minimum.  Most  of 
the  new  volumes  shown  in  the  Comparative  Retiuuis  are  com- 
posed of  bound  magazines  or  periodical  issues,  and  donations. 
The  fall  in  issues  is  fairly  uniform  ;  but  there  is  a  gratifying 
increase  in  the  use  of  books  in  Braille  for  the  blind  (392,  as 
against  283  last  year),  in  the  Juvenile  section,  in  Natural 
History,  and  in  Poetry.  The  greater  interest  in  poetry  thr  ugh- 
out  the  country,  apparently  the  result  of  the  great  struggle  in 
which  Western  civilisation  is  involved,  is  noteworthy. 
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The  average  issue  in  the  Reference  Department  remains 
unchanged  from  last  year  ;  increases  in  the  Local  and  Patent 
sections  being  set  off  by  a  slight  decline  elsewhere.  The  lighting 
regulations  doubtless  account  for  a  reduction  in  the  number  of 
evening  borrowers.  It  may  be  desirable  to  repeat  that  the 
issues  recorded  do  not  measure,  but  only  indicate,  the  activities 
of  this  department,  a  large  number  of  volumes  being  accessible 
for  ready  reference  without  formal  application. 

The  building  and  fitting  of  the  two  Branch  Libraries  at 

Alvaston  and  Pear  Tree  respectively,  which  the  Borough  owes 
to  the  munificence  of  Mr.  Carnegie,  are  practically  complete, 
and  their  Reading  Rooms  were  opened  for  the  public  use  by 
His  Worship  the  Mayor  (Councillor  Albert  Green)  on  17th  May. 
It  will  be  remembered  that  these  generous  gifts  were  made  on 
condition  of  a  full  supply  and  maintenance  being  vmdertaken 
by  the  Corporation,  which  undertaking  Avas  duly  made  ;  but 
owing  to  the  unforeseen  financial  stringency  due  to  the  present 
war,  your  Committee  has  sought  and  obtained  permission 
from  the  Carnegie  LTnited  Kingdom  Trust  to  hold  over  the 
Library  equipment,  with  the  necessary  staff,  for  the  duration  of 
the  war,  subject  to  the  unexpended  rate  being  credited  for  the 
purpose  for  which  it  is  levied,  and  available  when  the  time  for 
proceeding  arrives.  The  Committee  much  regret  this  temporary 
suspension  of  their  schemes  for  the  extended  Library  service  of 
the  Borough,  but  feel  that  under  the  present  very  exceptional 
circumstances  they  have  no  alternative.  Your  Committee  here 
record  their  appreciation  of  the  kindness  of  Sir  Thomas  Roe, 
M.P.,  in  presenting  a  turret  clock  to  the  Pear  Tree  Branch 
Library,  in  friendly  emulation  of  the  generosity  of  Alderman 
and  Mrs.  Chambers  to  Alvaston,  already  recorded. 

The  Extension  of  the  Central  Institution  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  the  Libraries  of  Local  Books,  Staff  and  Art  Gallery 
expansion,  is  out  of  the  builders'  hands  ;  but  here,  again,  a 
rigid  economy  necessitates  the  suspension  of  the  supply  of 
fittings,  etc.,  which  will  prevent  the  public  use  of  the  additions 
for  the  present.  Rough  temporary  shelving,  including  some 
kindly  lent  by  the  Sir  H.  H.  Bemrose  Trustees,  has  been  set  up, 
and  the  "  Bemrose  Library "  transferred  to  these  premises. 
This  and  other  storage  economies  will  enable  your  Committee  to 


save  annually  some  £82  rent  charges,  hitherto  necessary  for 
external  accommodation. 

Your  Committee  have  suffered  a  severe  loss  in  the  death 
(on  September  14th)  of  Colonel  A.  Buchanan,  who  was  elected 
a  merhber  of  the  original  Committee  in  1871  and  for  nearly 
thirty  years  was  Chairman  of  the  Book  Sub-Committee.  A  wide 
reader  and  a  most  regular  visitor,  his  interest  in  and  devotion  to 
the  Institution  throughout  a  period  of  forty-five  years  were 
conspicuous,  and  his  unfailing  courtesy  and  tact  endeared  him 
to  all,  colleagues  and  staff  alike.  The  vacancy  thus  caused  has 
been  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Dr.  W.  St.  A.  St.  John, 
who  for  the  past  three  years  has  rendered  valuable  help  to 
the  Museum  Sub-Committee  as  honorary  adviser. 

Your  eligible  male  staff  all  attested  or  volunteered  last  year 
for  Military  Service,  and  in  April  J.  A.  Hedley  was  called  up, 
E.  A.  Smith  following  in  July,  and  the  Curator,  Mr.  Williamson, 
in  September.  The  Attendants  have  been  replaced  by  A.  Stone 
and  T.  Fieldhouse  (a  wounded  ex-soldier),  and  the  Curator's 
duties  will  be  temporarily  carried  on  by  Mr.  Walton. 

THE  MUSEUM. 

The  cleaning,  classification,  and  labelling  of  the  collections 
in  the  Museum  have  been  continued  during  the  past  year,  and 
much  satisfactory  work  done;  The  Birds'  Nests,  skulls,  and 
breast-bones  have  been  relabelled,  remounted,  and  supplemented  ; 
the  exhibition  series  of  Lepidoptera  cleaned  and  overhauled.  A 
cabinet  collection  of  Flint  Implements  has  been  made  and 
arranged,  and  a  selection  of  types  for  the  open  cases  got  together, 
making  a  good  representative  collection  of  the  various  stages 
in  the  mental  development  of  primitive  man.  A  further  frame 
of  coins  has  been  mounted,  and  practically  the  whole  of  the 
collections  are  now  named  ;  and  Mr.  Williamson  is  particularly 
to  be  congratulated  on  the  numerous  accurate,  yet  popular, 
descriptive  labels  which  add  so  much  to  the  interest  of  the 
exhibits  for  the  ordinary  intelligent  visitor. 

The  Wild  Flower  Table  has  continued  to  be  a  source  of  interest, 
and  has  been  maintained  by  the  staff  ;  voluntary  help  is  much 
appreciated,  but  lacks  the  necessary  regularity. 
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Detailed  acknowledgments  here  of  gifts  are  unavoidably 
withheld,  though  your  Committee  invariably  records  and  thanks 
donors  for  their  contributions  at  the  time  of  acceptance.  The 
following  exceptional  gifts  may  be  noted  : — 

A  portion  of  the  late  Lord  Avebury's  Ethnographical  col- 
lections "  Primitive  Man,"  from  the  Trustees  of  the  British 
Museum  ;  29  stuffed  birds  and  bird  skins  from  Mrs.  C.  E.  Meade 
Waldo,  Wirksworth  ;  local  entomological  specimens  from  Mr. 
H.  C.  Hay  ward,  Repton,  and  Dr.  St.  John. 

THE  ART  GALLERY. 

Exhibitions  have  been  held  as  follows  : — 

Autumn  Exhibition  of  Oil  Paintings,  20th  October,  1915,  to 
29th  January,  1916  ;  12,579  visitors. 

Permanent  Collection,  21st  February  to  15th  July,  1916  ; 
12,891  visitors. 

Derby  Sketching  Club,  24th  July  to  19th  August,  1916  ; 
7,748  visitors. 

Design  and  Workmanship  in  Printing,  in  conjunction  with 
the  Design  and  Industries  Association,  30th  August  to 
16th  October,  1916  ;  7,779  visitors. 

The  outstanding  features  of  the  Autumn  Exhibition  were  a 
striking  and  characteristic  selection  from  the  work  of  Mr.  Tom 
Mostyn,  numbering  33  examples  ;  and  some  40  frames  of  Belgian 
work,  kindly  selected,  as  representative  examples,  by  M.  Paul 
Lambotte,  Director  of  Fine  Arts  for  Belgium.  At  the  conclusion 
of  this  exhibition  your  Committee,  in  consideration  of  the  diffi- 
culties and  risks  of  collection,  decided  not  to  hold  another -general 
loan  exhibition  for  the  present,  and  the  best  of  the  permanent 
collection,  which  had  not  been  seen  as  a  whole  for  years,  were 
placed  on  view.  In  July,  the  use  of  the  Art  Gallery  was  granted 
to  the  members  of  the  Derby  Sketching  Club,  who  provided  a 
very  pleasing  exhibition ;  and  your  Committee  believe  this 
action  gave  much  satisfaction  to  local  art  lovers.  The  Design 
and  Workmanship  in  Printing  Exhibition  was  an  effort  to  improve 
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general  taste  and  to  encourage  the  application  of  artistic  prin- 
ciples to  the  objects  of  ordinary  business  processes  ;  and  here 
again  your  Committee  feel  assured  their  efforts  have  not  lacked 
appreciation. 

The  unique  collection  of  local  and  other  porcelain,  with  other 
objects  of  decorative  art,  continues  to  draw  visitors  from  far 
and  wide,  the  several  important  benefactions  of  last  year 
naturally  having  considerably  added  to  its  attraction  ;  and  in 
this  connection  your  Committee  bear  appreciative  testimony  to 
the  continued  kind  interest  taken  in  the  Institution  by  Mrs. 
Mundy,  of  Markeaton,  who  is  desirous  of  adding  still  further  to 
her  benefactions.  ^ 


It  may  be  repeated  that  the  necessity  for  a  stringent  economy 
and  reduction  of  expenditure  has  inevitably  restricted  your 
Committee's  opportunities  for  the  wider  service  of  the  public, 
but  it  is  hoped  this  necessity  will  disappear  at  an  early  date, 
and  permit  of  that  expansion  in  all  their  various  services  to  which 
they  have  looked  forward  so  earnestly. 

In  conclusion,  your-  Committee  gladly  pay  their  tribute  of 
appreciation  of  the  conscientious  and  careful  manner  in  which 
the  staff  discharges  its  duties,  and  of  the  courteous  and  helpful 
services  of  the  local  Press.

The  Forty-sixth  Annual  Report  of  your  Committee  appears 
in  the  abridged  form  of  the  past  two  years,  economy  necessitating 
the  omission  of  the  customary  tables  and  acknowledgments. 
The  tabulated  Summary  and  the  Abstract  of  Accounts  will,  it 
is  hoped,  suffice  to  indicate  the  activities  of  the  Institution  during 
the  past  year. 

THE  LIBRARY  AND  STAFF. 

The  Statistical  Returns  would  show  a  decline,  slight,  but 
uniform,  in  the  number  of  works  issued  for  home  reading,  averag- 
ing about  32  daily,  were  the  fall  not  counterbalanced  by  the 
continued  and  hitherto  unparalleled  increase  in  the  demand  for 
Juvenile  Literature.  This  Children's  Department  has  issued 
37,396  vols,  during  the  year — an  increase  of  about  50  per  cent, 
on  the  previous  period,  which  itself  had  shown  an  advance  on 
preceding  issues.  The  decline  in  the  number  of  adult  readers 
is  readily  explained  by  the  call  made  on  the  population,  men  and 
women  alike,  for  direct  or  subsidiary  military  service.  The 
demand  for  Juvenile  reading  is  highly  satisfactory,  but  is  rapidly 
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rising  to  the  limit  of  your  Committee's  present  accommodation. 
Owing  to  the  partial  suspension  of  the  purchase  of  new  books 
in  the  endea\  oiu'  to  keep  down  expenditure,  and  the  curtailing 
of  replacements  of  those  vohunes  worn  out,  there  is  a  slight 
decrease  in  the  Lending  Library  stock — a  depletion  which  only 
necessity  can  justify. 

There  is  an  increase  of  400  issues  in  the  Reference  Depart- 
ment, mainly  in  the  History  and  Patent  sections,  in  addition  to 
the  inirecorded  use  of  vohunes  accessible  for  ready  reference 
without  application. 


The   Building  and  Fitting  of  the  two  Branch  Libraries  at 

Alvaston  and  Peartree  have  been  completed,  except  for  the  light- 
ing. The  last  instalment  of  the  £10,000  granted  by  the  Carnegie 
LTnited  Kingdom  Trust  has  been  received,  and  your  Committee 
would  again  express  their  appreciation  of  this  munificent  gift. 
At  the  Alvaston  Branch  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  holds 
weekly  meetings  on  the  subject  of  Child  Nurture;  while  at  Pear- 
tree  the  whole  building,  except  the  Reading  Room  and  a  small 
workroom  adapted  for  the  Caretaker,  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
Military  Authorities  for  the  Medical  Examination  of  recruits.  The 
Committee  have  also  fitted  and  handed  over  a  room  at  the  Central 
extension  to  the  War  Savings  Committee  ;  the  groimd  at  the 
Peartree  Branch  has  been  converted  into  allotments  for  food- 
production. 

The  only  change  on  your  Committee  during  the  past  twelve 
months  has  been  the  appointment  of  Councillor  W.  H.  M. 
Marsden  in  place  of  Councillor  Ling,  resigned. 

All  your  eligible  male  staff  are  now  on  Military  Service,  Mr. 
Laughton,  the  Senior  assistant  (who  twice  volunteered  earlier  in 
the  war),  having  been  called  uj:)  in  January  last.  Mr.  Williamson, 
having  attained  to  sergeant's  rank,  is  now  a  cadet,  training  for 
a  commission.  The  Committee's  best  wishes  go  out  to  these 
members  of  their  staff. 
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THE  MUSEUM. 

In  the  Museum  small  but  important  additions  and  rearrange- 
ments in  the  Ornithological  sections  have  been  made ;  a  collection 
of  Palaeolithic  Implements,  presented  by  Dr.  Barrett,  and  an 
interesting  local  relic,  the  microscope  of  a  famous  resident.  Dr. 
Erasmus  Darwin,  F.R.S.,  the  gift  of  Miss  C.  M.  Longdon,  have 
been  placed  on  view.  Several  of  the  less  common  Local  Birds, 
given  by  Mr.  E.  Grindy,  the  Rev.  C.  J.  Boden,  and  others  ; 
Local  Entomological  Specimens  by  Dr.  St.  John  ;  old  Watch 
Movements  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Victoria  and  Albert  Museum, 
and  Medals  by  Mr.  Thorpe  and  the  Deputy  Master  of  the  Mint, 
should  also  be  noted. 

THE  ART  GALLERY. 

Exhibition  :  Derby  Sketching  Club,  July  23rd  to  September 
17th,  1917  :   9,572  visitors. 

Total  visitors  for  the  year  ending  October,  1917  :  29,185. 

For  reasons  already  stated  in  their  last  Report  your  Committee 
have  suspended  for  the  present  the  ordinary  sequence  of  loan 
exhibitions,  but  they  again  placed  a  portion  of  the  Art  Gallery 
at  the  service  of  the  Derby  Sketching  Club,  and  an  exhibition 
of  the  work  of  their  members  su})plied  an  interesting  and  popular 
attraction  during  the  summer. 

The  Hanging  Sub-Committee  have  arranged  in  the  new  gallery 
a  selection  of  pictures  by  distinguished  artists  of  a  past  generation, 
taken  from  the  permanent  collection  and  the  valuable  loans  on 
deposit,  and  they  have  no  hesitation  in  claiming  that  some  of 
the  items  here  shown  make  the  exhibition  of  more  than  local 
importance.  They  need  only  instance  the  fine  examples  of  our 
greatest  local  artist,  "  Wright  of  Derby,"  and  the  valuable  pic- 
tures kindly  lent  by  Sir  H.  Gordon  Ley,  Bart. 

They  have  also  to  acknowledge  the  very  acceptable  bequest 
of  12  pictures  by  the  late  Mr.  W.  Richardson,  J. P.,  others  from 
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Mr.  S.  Sherwin  and  Miss  C.  M.  Longdon,  the  latter  having  given 
also  some  fine  old  glass  and  other  items  ;  Mr.  Charles  Holme's 
Bust  of  Herbert  Spencer,  modelled  by  Sir  Edgar  Boehm,  A.R.A.  ; 
Mrs.  Mundy's  gifts  of  personal  jewellery  (over  50  pieces),  portrait, 
and  other  material  indications  of  her  active  and  generous  interest  ; 
and  Mr.  Piazzani's  instructive  and  charming  examples  of  old 
Beadwork.  They  must  also  note  the  four  fine  pictures  already 
referred  to,  in  addition  to  other  articles  of  virtu  kindly  lent  by 
Sir  Gordon  Ley,  Bart.  Details  of  all  the  generous  donations 
and  loans  received  cannot  be  given  here,  but  for  ail  the  Com- 
mittee record  their  hearty  appreciation. 


The  passing  year  has  in  no  way  relaxed  the  insistent  necessity 
of  a  stringent  control  of  expenditure — a  necessity  which  lui- 
avoidably  prevents  any  considerable  extension  for  the  present 
of  the  services  of  the  Institution.  Your  Committee  can  only 
hope  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  the  worst  of  their  dis- 
abilities will  be  removed. 

In  conclusion,  your  Conunittee  gladly  testify  to  the  con- 
scientious and  careful  manner  in  which  the  staff  fulfil  their 
duties,  with  a  special  word  of  approbation  for  their  Chief 
Official,  carrying  on  under  most  difficult  conditions.  They  also 
make  the  customary  acknowledgments  for  the  courteous  help 
of  the  local  Press.

The  Committee  regret  that  public  recognition  of  the  many  kind 
donations  to  the  Institution  cannot  be  made  in  detail  here,  but 
they  are  carefid  to  see  that  their  thanks  are  duly  sent  for  all 
objects  which  they  are  able  to  accept. 

THE  LIBRARY  AND  STAFF. 

The  Statistical  Returns  show  a  decided  increase  in  the  issues 
of  the  Lending  and  Children's  Departments  of  the  Library,  the 
joint  total  increase  numbering  10, 108, of  which  6021  belongs  to 
the  Juvenile  Section,  the  total  of  the  latter  being  43,417.  This 
rapid  rise  in  the  demand  for  Juvenile  Literature  called  for  com- 
ment in  3^our  Committee's  last  Report,  and  it  gives  no  sign  of 
abating.  It  is  of  course  ver}^  satisfactory,  but  with  the  present 
limited  accommodation  it  puts  a  heavy  strain  on  the  Committee's 
resources  and  staff.  After  the  last  Annual  Stocktaking  a  new  and 
more  expeditious  method  of  issuing  books  in  this  department 
was  adopted,  but  the  principal  result  has  been  the  flocking  in 
of  additional  young  readers.  In  an  earnest  endeavour  to  keep 
expenditure  at  the  minimum,  the  purchases,  both  new  books 
and  replacements,  are  below^  the  numbers  of  those  withdrawn  as 
worn  out,  and  your  Committee  are  fully  aware  that  only  very 
exceptional  conditions  can  justify  such  a  state  of  things,  and  per- 
mit themselves  to  hope  that  the  necessity  will  soon  be  removed. 
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In  the  Reference  Department  there  is  a  decrease  of  377  re- 
corded issues  on  the  year — no  doubt  due  to  the  derangements 
caused  by  the  transfer  of  the  Reference  Room  and  Children's 
Library  to  the  Ministr}^  of  National  Service,  which  involved  a 
suspension  of  the  service  for  a  whole  month. 

In  June  the  Government  requisitioned  the  remainder  of  the 
Peartree  Library— i.^.,  the  Reading  Room  and  the  Attendant's 
Rooms — for  the  National  Service  Department,  as  a  Medical 
Examination  Station,  and  still  retain  it.  In  the  first  week  of 
July  the  Reference  Room  and  Children's  Library,  as  already 
indicated,  Avere  also  taken  over  on  behalf  of  the  same  Depart- 
ment, necessitating  the  closing  of  the  Avhole  Institution  for  a 
week,  and  of  the  Libraries  for  a  longer  period.  The  Children's 
Librar)^  was  transferred  to  the  Ladies'  Room,  and  the  new 
annexe  and  Local  (Devonshire  and  Bemrose)  Library  were 
lighted  and  adapted,  the  former  for  the  Ladies'  Tables  and 
Directories,  the  latter  as  a  Reference  and  Magazine  Room.  The 
derangement  now  being  over,  your  Committee  believe  the  public 
have  not  materially  suffered  by  the  transfer,  which,  however, 
has  necessitated  the  storing  of  the  "  Bemrose  "  Librar}^,  rendering- 
it — while  quite  safe — temporarily  inaccessible  for  consultation. 

The  service  at  the  Alvaston  Branch  remains  unchanged.  The 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  (Dr.  Brindley)  continues  his  very  useful 
meetings  there  on  the  subject  of  Child  Nurture,  and  the  frontage 
being  quite  unfit  for  vegetable  cultivation,  has  been  made 
pleasing  to  the  eye  at  a  ve*'y  small  cost. 

Your  Committee  have  sustained  a  much  regretted  loss  in  the 
death  of  Mr.  W.  J.  Piper,  on  October  7th  last.  He  was  the 
oldest  member  of  the  Committee,  being  appointed  in  188G,  and 
took  a  keen  interest  in  its  laboiu's.  His  wide  reading  and  literary 
taste  made  him  a  valuable  member,  whose  helpfid  suggestions 
will  be  much  missed. 

As  previously  reported,  all  your  eligible  male  staff  are  now  on 
military  service,  Mr.  Harry  Adcock  being  the  latest  to  join  up, 
he  having  entered  the  R.A.F.  in  May  last.  Mr.  AVilhamson, 
your  Curator,  is  now  2nd-Lieutenant  and  serving  in  the  fighting 
line  with  his  regiment  in  France. 
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THE  MUSEUM. 

Small  but  useful  additions  have  been  made  to  your  Museum 
Specimens,  principally  donations,  and  your  Committee  have  to 
thank,  amongst  others,  Major  J.  Jebb  Meynell,  J. P.  (necklace  from 
an  idol),  Mr.  E.  Grindley  (local  fauna),  Mr.  Adsetts  (Sea  Lion), 
and  the  Watch  Committee  (ToAvn  Crier's  Robe,  Badge  and  Bell). 
All  these  objects  have  been  duly  labelled  and  ])laced  in  the  cases.

For  reasons  already  explained  in*  previous  Reports  the  fore- 
going Exhibitions,  the  success  of  which  has  been  a  source  of 
earnest  satisfaction  to  your  Committee,  have  replaced  the  ordinary 
sequence  of  miscellaneous  loan  exhibitions  which  it  is  felt  necessary 
to  suspend  for  the  present. 

The  first  Exhibition  was  kindly  lent  by  the  owner,  who  prefers 
to  remain  anonymous,  and  was  a  source  of  much  interest.  Your 
Committee  gladly  record  their  appreciation  of  the  loan.  The 
Schools'  Art  Work  was  the  most  popular  Exhibition  held  since 
the  outbreak  of  the  war,  and  was  a  revelation  of  the  excellent 
work  done  locally  in  ai:>plied  art.  In  placing  their  Gallery  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Derb}^  Sketching  Club  yoiu'  Committee  also  felt 
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they  were  assisting  local  effort  at  a  time  when  such  assistance 
was  particularly  acceptable,  and  the  qualit}^  of  the  small  but 
interesting  collection  exhibited  quite  justified  their  action.  For 
the  last  collection  they  are  indebted  to  the  kindness  of  the  Min- 
istry of  Information.  The  Avork  shown  is  of  the  highest  artistic 
quality,  the  artists  represented  ranking  with  the  greatest  of 
European  masters  of  illustration  ;  while  the  subject  is  legitimately 
topical,  appealing  not  only  to  the  connoisseur  but  to  the  general 
public. 

Among  the  gifts  to  the  Art  Gallery  your  Committee  would 
particularly  note  a  large  and  beautiful  silver  vase  from  Mrs. 
Mundy,  of  Markeaton,  whose  beneficent  interest  in  the  Institu- 
tion seems  inexhaustible;  an  original  portrait  of  Flamsteed,  one 
of  Derby's  greatest  Avorthies,  presented  by  Councillor  J.  Ferguson 
Bell ;  a  fine  example  of  the  work  of  Sir  Peter  Lely,  by  Mr.  Alder- 
man W«.  Blews  Robotham  ;  examples  of  Wedgwood  Ware  by 
J.  Knighton,  Esq.,  etc.,  etc. 

For  all  these  and  other  donations  the  Committee  desire  to 
record  their  warmest  thanks. 


Another  year  under  war  conditions  has  only  intensified  the 
limitations  in  which  the  work  of  the  Institution  is  carried  on, 
and  the  Committee  can  only  regret  the  unavoidable  postpone- 
ment of  their  schemes  for  the  wider  service  of  the  public,  and 
hope  it  is  not  for  long. 

In  conchision,  they  would  express  their  satisfaction  with  the 
manner  in  which  their  chief  Official  and  Staff  are  carrying  on 
the  work  of  the  Institution  in  circumstances  of  considerable 
difficulty,  and  their  acknowledgments  of  the  helpful  service  and 
uniform  coiu'tesy  of  the  local  Press.

In  presenting  their  Forty-Eighth  Annual  Report,  your  Com- 
mittee rejoice  that  the  devastating  war  in  which  the  country 
was  so  long  engaged  is  now  past  ;  but  they  feel  that  the 
heritage  of  indebtedness  left  by  that  great  struggle  still  necessi- 
tates the  utmost  economy,  and  their  Report  therefore  remains 
in  a  form  so  concise  as  to  omit,  necessarily,  much  desirable 
detail. 

THE  LIBRARY  AND  STAFF. 

The  Table  of  Comparative  Returns  gives  the  best  evidence 
of  the  continued  popularity  of  your  Library  service,  in  spite  of 
the  serious  limitations  under  which  it  has  been  carried  on  for 
the  last  five  years.  Your  Committee  have  again  to  report  a  very 
substantial  increase — for  the  third  year  in  succession — in  the 
number  of  books  issued,  the  total  in  the  Lending  Department 
being  181,935,  as  against  165,706  last  year,  an  advance  of  16,229. 
The  demand  for  Juvenile  literature  also  still  increases,  49,752 
volumes  being  issued  in  that  department,  showing  an  increase  on 
the  year  of  6,335.  The  pressure  on  this  department  is  very 
great,  and  it  is  felt  that  structural  expansion  of  the  accom- 
modation will  have  to  be  faced  at  no  distant  date. 

The  recorded  issues  in  the  Reference  Department  number 
9,947,  but  this  gives  an  entirely  inadequate  idea  of  the  service 
of  this  section,  where  a  consklerable  number  of  important  volumes 
are  always  available  for  use  without  formal  application,  and 
therefore  without  any  count  being  made  of  their  use.    On  the 
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whole,  this  privilege  is  well  used  and  properly  appreciated, 
though  occasional  abuse  occurs,  a  price  which  has  to  be  paid 
for  the  convenience  of  the  system. 

The  Government  Departments  which  occupied  your  Peartree 
Branch  Library  and  part  of  the  Central  Institution  have  vacated 
these  premises  ;  but  the  negotiations  concerning  their  restoration 
are  not  j^et  completed,  and  consequently  they  are  still  unavailable 
for  their  normal  functions. 

An  unfortunate  delaj^  in  connection  with  the  lighting  of  the 
Alvaston  Branch  Library  has  been  quite  beyond  yovu'  Committee's 
control.  The  Electricity  Committee  have  now  determined  to 
continue  the  mains  along  the  London  Road,  and  have  given  an 
assurance  that  the  Carnegie  Library  at  Alvaston  will  be  lighted 
immediately  the  contractors  are  able  to  lay  the  cable.  The 
organisation  of  the  Library  service  for  that  Branch  proceeds. 
The  Branch  Librarian  appointed  (Lieut.  O.  C.  Hudson)  took  up 
duty  on  10th  September  last,  and  under  normal  conditions  an 
early  opening  would  have  been  assured.  Dr.  Brindle}^,  the 
Medical  Officer,  continues  his  weekly  meetings  on  Child  Nurture, 
and  other  services  of  a  civic  or  recreational  character  have  been 
held  in  the  Lecture  Hall. 

The  only  change  in  the  constitution  of  your  Committee  is 
due  to  the  regretted  resignation  of  Coimcillor  Bell,  after  a 
membership  of  eight  years,  the  vacancy  thus  caused  be'ng  filled 
by  the  appointment  of  Councillor  F.  J.  Bonas.  • 

The  members  of  yoiu-'  Staff  who  were  serving  in  a  military 
capacity  are  now  all  returned — Hedley  (Attendant)  in  March, 
Mr.  Laughton  in  April,  H.  Adcock  (Junior)  in  June,  and  your 
Curator  (Lieut.  F.  Williamson)  1st  October.  A  Bookbinder  has 
again  been  installed  on  the  premises,  and  the  Committee  have 
every  reason  to  believe  the  appointment  has  been  thoroughl}^ 
justified. 

Your  adoption  of  the  forty-seven  hours'  week  has  necessitated 
the  appointment  of  an  additional  Attendant. 
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THE  MUSEUM. 
Several  valuable  gilt .  have  been  received  for  this  department, 
as  set  forth  in  the  list  appended  to  this  Re))ort. 

In  the  spring,  Mr.  Walton  gave  a  series  of  ten  weekly  addresses 
on  some  section  o  the  Musenm — local,  as  far  as  practical — to 
classes  of  wounded  soldiers,  in  connection  with  the  Governm(;nt 
educational  scheme,  Mr.  Laughton  assisting  with  an  essay  on 
"The  Soldier's  Poet — Kipling."  At  the  conclusion  the  Education 
Officer  expressed  his  appreciation  of  the  Committee's  heli:)ful 
courtesy.

The  number  of  visitors  viewing  the  above-named  exhibitions 
during  the  past  year  is  evidence  of  the  public  appreciation  of 
your  Committee's  arrangements,  and  this  success,  which  in  point 
of  numbers  is  unparalleled,  is  a  source  of  great  satisfaction  to 
them.  They  feel  that  the  temporary  necessity  of  suspending  the 
normal  miscellaneous  exhibitions  of  contemporary  art  has  not 
involved  any  appreciable  privation  for  the  art-loving  public, 
while  it  has  enabled  them  to  make  an  appeal  to  a  wider  public 
than  ever  before. 
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The  exhibition  of  Canadian  Official  Photogra])hs  was  arranged 
on  the  condition  that  the  gross  voUnitar}^  proceeds  should  go  to 
the  Canadian  War  Memorials  Fund,  and  the  amount  made  over 
was  £441. 

The  British  Battle  Photographs  iji  Colour  exhibition  was  also 
arranged  with  provision  for  voluntary  contributions,  but  in  this 
case  costs  incidental  to  the  exhibition,  other  than  staff  and 
service,  Avere  deducted,  the  balance  paid  over  being  £105  9s.  3d. 

The  exhibition  of  Design  in  Printing,  arranged  by  the  Designs 
and  Industries  Association,  was  of  much  educational  and  technical 
value  on  a  subject  in  which  Derby  is  largely  concerned. 

The  fine  Marine  Paintings  of  the  distinguished  painter  who 
has  so  recently  passed  away,  Mr.  Napier  Hemy,  R.A.,  made  an 
attractive  exhibition  with  a  wide  appeal,  in  addition  to  the 
gratification  it  gave  the  connoisseur. 

The  Landscape  work  of  the  late  Sir  Alfred  East,  R.A.,  is  also 
of  outstanding  quality,  and  your  Committee  derive  considerable 
satisfaction  from  securing  this  line  collection. 

Specimens  of  the  works  of  Sir  Alfred  East,  R.A.,  J.  Raphael 
Smith  (a  distinguished  mezzotinter,  born  in  Derby),  W.  H.  J. 
Boot,  and  AY.  C.  Keene  have  been  acquired  by  purchase. 

Your  Committee  lva.yo  again  to  thank  Mrs.  Mundy,  of 
Markeaton,  for  further  benefactions,  particularl}^  for  a  new  show- 
case to  contain  the  valuable  silver  vase  presented  by  her  last 
year.  To  her  and  other  donors  to  the  Institution,  your  Com- 
mittee desire  to  express  their  warmest  thanks. 

Your  Committee  welcome  back  to  their  posts  those  members 
of  the  Staff  who  have  been  on  military  service,' and  w^ish  them 
happiness  and  success  in  the  occupations  to  which  they  have 
now  returned.  They  feel  that  thanks  are  due  to  those  who  have 
carried  on  under  difficult  circumstances  during  their  absence, 
and  particularly  to  iMr.  AValton,  who  for  over  three  years  has 
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discharged  the  Curator's  duties  in  addition  to  his  own,  without 
any  extra  'assistance  or  charge  on  the  Art  Gallery  and  Museum 
funds.  The  conscientious  and  careful  execution  of  their  duties 
by  the  Staff  generally,  and  the  uniform  and  helpful  courtesy 
of  the  Press,  are  gladly  acknowledged.

OUR  Committee  herein  present  their  Fortj^-Ninth  Annual 


Report,  in  which  they  have  restored  the  Tables  and  Statistics 
showing  the  essential  details  of  the  work  they  are  doing.  They 
feel  that  the  Institution  under  their  control  is  discharging  an 
increasingly  important  educational  and  recreative  ser^dce  to  the 
community,  and  one  which  is  receiving  a  wide  and  popular  appre- 
ciation. 


The  Statistics  show  in  the  gross  a  great  expansion  in  the  work 
of  the  Lending  Departments,  though  there  is  a  slight  fall  in 
the  issues  of  the  Central  Library,  where  the  structural  limitations 
make  further  considerable  increase  difficult  of  attainment.  The 
fall  is  404  only  on  the  total  for  the  year,  and  as  the  decrease  in 
the  issues  of  the  Juvenile  Department  number  2,939  it  will  be 
seen  that  there  was  a  gross  increase  elsewhere  of  2,535  volumes 
issued — as  a  matter  of  fact,  an  inxrease  in  the  use  of  every  other

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class  of  literature,  notably  of  Music,  the  Arts,  and  Political  Science. 
This  last  demand  is  particularly  gratifying,  for  in  these  exceptional 
times  the  public  cannot  be  too  well  acquainted  with  the  funda- 
mental principles  underlying  economic  and  social  welfare.  The 
rise  in  the  use  of  books  for  the  blind — 110  against  98 — is  in  the 
right  direction,  but  your  Committee  and  Staff  are  desirous  that 
this  service  should  be  greatly  increased.  The  Institution  is 
affiliated  to  the  National  Lending  Library  for  the  Blind,  and  a 
constant  circulation  of  fresh  volumes  for  recreation,  and  if  desired 
for  instruction  also,  is  maintained.  The  fall  in  the  Juvenile 
Department  issues  is  no  more  than  might  have  been  expected, 
and  it  was  pointed  out  last  year  that  the  present  accommodation 
at  the  Central  Library  was  quite  inadequate  to  the  demands  upon 
it  without  reconstruction,  which  under  existing  conditions  is  not 
lightly  to  be  undertaken.  Fortunately,  the  Branch  Libraries  are 
more  than  compensating  for  the  slight  falling  off  in  this  depart- 
ment at  the  parent  Institution. 

The  recorded  issues  in  the  Reference  Department  show  a 
very  gratifying  increase — 17,055  as  against  9,947 — but  in  both 
cases  the  numbers  are  only  indications  of  seivice  and  take  no 
account  of  the  many  volumes  accessible  for  reference  without 
formal  application.  The  rooms  so  long  occupied  by  H.M.  Office 
of  Works  are  now  liberated,  and  one  has  been  restored  as  the 
Ladies '  Reading  Room  ;  the  other  will  be  dealt  with  on  the 
rearrangement  of  the  Reference  Department,  for  which  the  furni- 
ture and  fittings  are  under  consideration. 

THE  BRANCH  LIBRARIES. 

On  1st  January  of  this  year,  without  any  prearranged 
formalities,  the  Alvaston  Branch  Library  was  put  into  full 
commission  by  the  Chairman,  who  declared  the  Institution  open 
for  the  issue  of  books.  The  stock  numbered  3,038  volumes, 
increased  by  the  end  of  September  to  4,233  volumes,  well  selected 
and  advantageously  acquired.  As  soon  as  the  light  permitted  the 
Library  was  opened  until  8  p.m.  and  the  Reading  Rooms  until 
9  p.m.  Electric  light  was  installed  in  July.  In  May,  Mr.  H. 
Adcock  was  placed  in  charge,  under  Mr.  Hudson,  with  Miss  Eyre 
as  Junior  Assistant.    The  issues  to  30th  September  number  29,410. 
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On  these  Staff  arrangements  being  made,  the  Director  and  the 
Branch  Librarian  at  once  proceeded  to  the  final  arrangement  of 
the  Peartree  Library  stock — the  Reading  Room  at  that  Branch 
being  reopened  26th  April,  and  on  4th  Angust  the  issue  of  books 
there  was  inangnrated  by  His  Worship  the  Mayor  (Mr.  Councillor 
A.  J.  Eggleston),  supported  b}^  the  Chairman  and  the  members 
of  Committee  and  Corporation.  The  initial  stock  comprised  3,336 
volumes,  raised  by  30th  September  to  4,171.  For  the  selection 
and  arrangement  of  the  books — under  the  general  direction  of 
the  Committee — acknowledgment  is  due  and  was  made  to  the 
Director  and  Branch  Librarian,  whose  labours  have  been  dis- 
charged with  devoted  economy  and  unobtrusiveness. 

The  Peartree  Branch  has  been  so  successful  that  no  fewer 
than  15,441  volumes  have  been  issued  in  less  than  two  months 
to  the  end  of  Septeinber,  and  of  these  more  than  half  have  been 
books  for  juvenile  reading.  An  Assistant  (Miss  Pipes)  was  trans- 
ferred from  the  Central  Library  to  serve  with  Mr.  Hudson,  but 
the  pressure  has  been  so  imexpectedly  heavy  that  it  has  been 
found  necessary  to  authorise  an  additional  Junior  Assistant  for 
service  at  Peartree.  The  stock  is  being  rapidly  augmented  at 
both  Branches  to  meet  the  demand,  but  more  especially  is  this 
necessary  at  the  last-mentioned  Institution.  The  Reading  Rooms 
at  both  Branches  are  well  equipped  with  news  sheets  and  periodicals 
and  are  well  patronised,  particularly  in  the  morning  and  evening. 

In  July,  1919,  a  Bookbinder  was  reinstated  on  the  premises, 
and  the  tabulated  results  of  a  year's  work  at  the  annual  stock- 
taking amply  justified  the  action.  In  brief,  1,537  volumes  were 
repaired  or  re-bound,  46  periodical  cases  were  made,  and  some 
3,284  volumes  underwent  minor  operations.  But  with  the  in- 
creased issues  due  to  the  new  Branch  services,  still  greater  demands 
are  daily  coming  against  this  department. 

There  were  considerable  changes  on  your  Committee  last 
November,  including  the  regretted  resignation  of  Alderman  H.  H. 
Bemrose,  Sc.D.,  J.P.,  to  whom,  in  the  past,  the  Institution  has 
owed  much.    The  senior  members  of  your  Staff  are  unchanged. 
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MUSEUM. 

The  additions  to  the  Museum  are  given  in  detail  in  the  Ust 
appended.  Tiie  most  noticeable  of  these  is  a  large  nesting  group 
of  Arctic  Terns,  reproducing  a  scene  in  the  Shetland  Islands. 
The  cost  was  defrayed  out  of  a  sum  of  £30  left  to  the  Museum 
by  the  Midland  Scientific  Association  for  the  purchase  of  natural 
history  objects  to  commemorate  the  Association.  The  specimens 
were  collected  by  Councillor  Dr.  C.  F.  Druitt  (Chairman  of  the 
Museum  Sub-Committee)  and  Mr.  H.  A.  Wallace,  and  the  latter 
also  prepared  the  enlarged  photographic  background  from  photo- 
graphs taken  on  the  spot.  The  specimens  were  set  up,  and  the 
rock-work  made  by  Mr.  A.  F.  Adsetts.

The  total  number  of  visitors  shows  a  slight  decrease  (4,761) 
as  compared  with  last  year  ;  but  it  should  be  remembered  that 
the  exhibition  of  Canadian  War  Photographs  attracted  over  42,000 
visitors  in  one  month,  whereas  this  year  the  attendance  has  been 
more  evenly  distributed.  The  policy  of  frequent  changes  of 
exhibits  is  one  which  appeals  to  the  public,  and  is  of  educational 
value. 


The  collection  of  Engravings  after  the  Works  of  "  Wright  of 
Derby"  was  lent  by  Councillor  LI.  Eardley-Simpson,  and  was  a 
representative  series  of  engravings  by  some  of  the  foremost 
engravers  of  the  eighteenth  century. 
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The  members  of  the  Derby  Sketching  Chib  revived  their  annual 
exhibition,  and  a  very  creditable  collection  of  oil  paintings  and 
water-colour  drawings  was  got  together  by  the  members. 

The  Loan  Exhibition  comprised  twenty-three  important  oil 
paintings  from  the  National  Gallery  of  British  Art  (Tate  Gallery), 
kindly  lent  by  the  Trustees,  besides  a  number  of  works  from  local 
collections. 

The  Exhibition  of  Advanced  Art  included  a  number  of  works 
lent  by  the  Contemporary  Art  Society,  as  well  as  paintings  con- 
tributed by  some  of  the  most  advanced  of  our  younger  painters. 
It  caused  much  discussion,  but  the  public  undoubtedly  appreciated 
the  opportimity  of  seeing  examples  of  the  post-impressionist, 
futurist,  cubist,  and  other  modern  schools. 

The  Exhibition  of  Textile  Fabrics  was  arranged  in  conjunction 
with  the  Design  and  Industries  Association,  and  was  a  continuation 
of  the  policy  instituted  just  before  the  war,  of  exidbiting  examples 
of  industrial  art,  and  was  fully  justified  by  the  interest  taken  in  it. 

The  collection  of  Modern  Prints  and  Drawings  was  kindly  lent 
by  Mr.  Campbell  Dodgson,  C.B.E.,  and  consisted  of  nearly  one 
hundred  examples  of  the  work  of  well-known  British  and  foreign 
artists,  illustrating  the  practice  of  wood-engraving,  coloured  wood- 
engraving,  lithography,  etching,  mezzotint  engraving,  and  drawings 
in  various  mediums. 

The  experiment  of  Sunday  opening  of  the  Museum  and  Art 
Gallery  has  now  had  twelve  months'  trial,  and  is  so  far  justified 
that  your  Committee  have  decided  to  continue  the  privilege,  and  to 
open  in  the  evenings  as  well  as  afternoons. 


The  stringent  necessity  for  economy  must  still  control  your 
Committee's  desires  for  adventuring  on  further  activities,  but  they 
hope  that  the  recent  considerable  expansion  of  their  services  in 
all  departments  of  the  Institution  is  only  an  earnest  of  their 
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schemes  for  future  development.  The  thanks  of  the  Committee 
are  heartily  extended  to  all  who,  by  gifts  or  service,  have  helped 
in  carrying  on  their  work  for  the  public.  They  would  acknowledge 
the  conscientious  and  careful  discharge  of  their  duties  by  the 
Staff,  and  particularly  by  their  chief  officials,  Mr.  Walton  and 
Mr.  Williamson,  and  gladly  recognise  the  courtesy  and  ready  help 
of  the  local  Press.

Fiftieth  Annual  Report 

—     OF  THE   

PUBLIC  LIBRARIES,  MUSEUM 

  AND   

ART  GALLERY  COMMITTEE. 


JN  presenting  their  Fiftieth  Annual  Report  your  Committee  feel 
that  the  year  completing  half-a-century's  activities  of  the 
Institution  under  their  charge  shows  solid  ground  for  satisfaction, 
the  statistics  revealing  an  increase  in  the  issue  of  books  over  that 
of  the  previous  year  of  nearly  a  hundred  and  ten  thousand.  The 
year  preceding  showed  an  increase  of  close  on  fifty  thousand,  so 
that  in  two  years  your  Library  services  have  been  doubled. 

HISTORICAL. 

On  6th  October,  1869,  the  Town  Oouncil  appointed  a  Com- 
mittee to  consider  the  desirability  of  establishing  a  Public  Library 
and  Museum  in  the  Borough.  Arising  out  of  their  report,  the 
Town  Council  ordered  a  meeting  of  the  burgesses  to  be  convened 
(17th  May,  1870),  to  consider  the  adoption  of  the  Public  Libraries 
Act,  which  adoption  was  unanimously  agreed  to.  A  Committee, 
consisting  of  six  Council  and  six  non-Council  members  were 
appointed,  and  commenced  their  services  on  21st  September, 
1870,  under  their  first  chairman,  Mr.  Alderman  William  Hobson. 
They  thereupon  took  over  the  old  Town  and  County  Library  as 
a  free  gift.  This  Institution,  on  the  site  of  your  present  Central 
Library,  became  the  nucleus  of  your  system,  and  was  formally 
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opened  for  the  public  service  on  12th  October,  1871 — a  service 
which  has  for  just*  50  years  proceeded  without  interruption.  In 
the  first  year  the  total  issues  numbered  92,228,  and  your 
stock  was  13,664  volumes.  Your  issues  for  the  year  just  com- 
pleted total  352,847,  and  your  stock,  48,899  volumes. 

THE  CENTRAL  LIBRARIES. 

As  stated  above,  the  activities  of  your  Library  system  have 
increased  by  nearly  fifty  per  cent,  in  the  past  year  ;  but  there 
has  not,  unnaturally,  been  a  slight  falling  off  at  the  Central 
Lending  Library,  mainly  due  to  the  decrease  in  the  Juvenile 
Department.  This  fall  is,  no  doubt,  largely  the  result  of  some  of 
the  children  transferring  their  attendances  to  one  or  the  other 
of  the  Branch  Libraries,  where  commodious  reading  rooms  exist 
for  their  special  service,  in  addition  to  the  book  supply.  In  July 
last  the  Juvenile  Department  was  brought  into  uniformity  with 
the  methods  of  the  new  Branch  Libraries  by  its  adaptation  to 
Open  Access,  which  the  children  greatly  appreciate.  Here  a  com- 
pulsory economy  has  kept  the  stock  very  low,  present  high  prices 
necessitating  the  retention  of  old  copies  which  would  otherwise 
be  replaced.  In  all  other  sections  there  is  an  increased  issue^ 
though  in  Fiction  alone  it  is  insignificant.  There  is  a  very  grati- 
fying increase  in  Science  and  Technology,  Political  Science  and 
History,  comparison  with  previous  years  showing  a  distinctly 
larger  interest  in  serious  subjects  generally.  The  use  of  books  for 
the  blind  shows  a  slight  upward  tendency,  but  a  much  larger 
selection  is  available  than  has  yet  been  called  for. 

The  demands  on  the  Reference  Department  again  show  a 
marked  advance,  24,012  volumes  as  against  9,947  of  two  years 
ago.  This,  of  course,  is  additional  to  the  use  made  of  the  many 
volumes  available  without  formal  application. 

The  Local  Collections  are  appreciated  by  the  special  student, 
and  the  valuable  "  Devonshire  "  Library  has  been  largely  made 
use  of.  Your  Committee  regret  their  present  inability  to  make 
the  "  Bemrose  "  Library  generally  available,  but  feel  they  cannot 
ask  your  sanction  for  the  considerable  expenditure  on  fittings, 
which  is  a  necessary  preliminary,  while  prices  range  so  high.. 
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THE  BRANCH  LIBRARIES. 

The  Branch  Libraries  are  ampl37  justifying  their  existence,  the 
Peartree  Branch  in  particular  being  used  very  near  to  its  full 
capacity.  The  issues  in  the  first  complete  year  of  their  service 
are  most  encouraging,  those  for  Alvaston  numbering  42,496  vols., 
while  at  the  Peartree  Branch  111,585  volumes  have  been  circu- 
lated. At  Alvaston,  the  Librarian-in-Charge  (Mr.  Adcock),  set  up 
a  wild-flower  table,  maintained  by  the  children,  and  drawing 
competitions  were  held,  for  the  encouragement  of  which  Alderman 
Wilkins  kindly  offered  a  prize.  To  add  further  to  the  services 
and  popularity  of  these  Libraries  your  Committee  have  arranged 
for  a  series  of  free  illustrated  lectures  of  an  entertaining  and  in- 
forming character  to  be  given  by  voluntary  helpers,  to  whom  the 
Committee  are  much  indebted. 

The  exceptional  popularity  of  these  Branches  has  put  a  heavy 
strain  on  your  Library  stock,  and  though  large  numbers  of 
volumes  have  been  purchased  at  very  advantageous  prices,  your 
Committee  have  not  felt  at  liberty  to  buy  as  freely  as  circumstances 
require,  and  the  consequent  wear  and  tear  have  been  severe.  To 
keep  pace  with  this  unavoidable  deterioration  the  Bookbinding 
Staff  has  been  augmented.  This  Department  is  organised  on 
strictly  business  lines  and  to  the  advantage  of  the  community. 

An  application  from  the  Rating  Authorities  for  rates  on  the 
Branch  Libraries  was  submitted  to  the  Registrar  of  Friendly 
Societies,  who  stated  that  in  his  opinion  the  original  exemption 
granted  for  the  Central  Institution  applied  to  any  extension  for 
similar  service  the  Committee  might  undertake. 

STRUCTURAL. 

The  exterior  of  the  Central  Institution  has  undergone  con- 
siderable minor  repairs  and  repainting  under  the  Borough 
Surveyor,  the  work  being  primarily  undertaken  in  relief  of 
unemployment.  Similar  work  has  been  carried  out  at  the 
Alvaston  Branch  Library,  and  the  clock  there  has  been  illuminated 
at  the  cost  of  the  Chairman  (Alderman  Chambers).

From  1st  May  the  Central  Reading  Rooms  were  thrown  open 
to  the  Pubhc  on  Sundays  from  2.30  to  4.30  and  7  to  9  p.m., 
additional  Sunday  papers  being  supplied. 

The  changes  in  your  Committee  during  the  year  included  the 
resignation  of  Mr.  Councillor  Innes  after  a  service  exceeding  21 
years.  Mr.  Stephen  Laughton,  Sub-Librarian,  appointed  in  1899, 
left  in  November  last,  and  was  replaced  by  Mr.  Hudson,  who  had 
laboured  so  satisfactorily  at  the  Branch  Libraries.  Mr.  Ormerod 
was  appointed  from  March  last  as  Branch  Librarian  at  the  Peartree 
Branch,  with  Mr.  Adcock  in  charge  at  Alvaston. 

MUSEUM. 

Additions  to  the  Museum  Collections  have  not  been  very 
numerous,  as  lack  of  space  prevents  any  great  development.  A 
new  wall-case  has  been  installed,  but  the  whole  of  this  was  im- 
mediately taken  up  by  the  needed  expansion  of  the  British  Birds 
Collection,  which  now  fills  seven  large  cases.  The  most  important 
work  done  during  the  year  has  been  the  re- classification  of  the 
exhibited  series  of  British  Birds,  in  the  order  of  the  list  given  in 
the  British  Museum  (Nat.  Hist.),  "  Guide  to  British  Vertebrates." 
By  kind  permission  of  the  Director  of  the  Natural  History  Museum 
the  "  Guide  "  is  used  as  an  index  to  our  own  collections.  Loans 
of  duplicate  specimens  have  from  time  to  time  been  made  to  the 
Derby  School  of  Art.

The  Autumn  Exhibition  was  revived  after  a  lapse  of  five  years, 
and  artists  responded  freely  to  invitations  to  exhibit,  with  the 
result  that  some  interesting  and  beautiful  paintings  in  oil  and 
water  colour  were  got  together.  The  exhibition  was  opened  on 
27th  October,  1920,  by  Lady  Florence  Buncombe,  in  the  presence 
of  a  good  attendance  of  visitors.  In  all,  247  works  were  exhibited, 
representing  examples  by  many  of  our  best-known  living  painters. 

The  Derby  Sketching  Club  members  continued  their  long  series 
of  annual  exhibitions.  In  addition  to  over  200  works  contributed 
by  members,  about  50  water  colours  by  the  late  J.  P.  Wale 
(1860-1920),  a  former  active  member  of  the  Club,  were  also 
exhibited.  His  Worship  the  Mayor  (Alderman  Dr.  Laurie,  J. P.),. 
opened  the  exhibition  on  28th  January,  1921. 

The  Exhibition  of  Engraved  Views  of  Derbyshire  consisted  of 
200  examples  taken  from  our  own  collection  and  temporarily 
framed.  From  many  points  of  view  the  exhibition  was  of  great 
interest.  The  print-collector,  the  lover  of  beautiful  scenery,  the 
antiquary,  the  rambler,  and  all  who  study  ancient  architecture, 
domestic  or  ecclesiastical,  found  among  these  prints  items  of 
extreme  interest,  depicting  a  county  famous  for  its  scenery  and 
old  buildings. 

The  Society  of  Graphic  Art,  founded  in  1920  under  the  presi- 
dency of  Mr.  Frank  Brangwyn,  R.A.,  kindly  lent  about  250  works 
selected  from  their  first  exhibition,  which  was  held  in  London  in 
January,  1921.  Examples  were  included  of  woodcuts,  etchings, 
drypoints,  mezzotints,  aquatints,  pencil,  pen-and-ink,  charcoal, 
chalk,  lithographs,  etc.,  forming  a  most  valuable  and  interesting 
collection  illustrating  the  manifold  processes  of  pictorial  art, 
apart  from  the  use  of  colour.  The  thanks  of  the  Committee  are 
tendered  to  the  Council  of  the  Society  for  a  most  successful 
exhibition. 

The  Historical  Water-Colour  Paintings  of  the  British  School 
comprised  253  examples,  selected  and  arranged  to  illustrate  the 
rise  and  progress  of  the  art  in  this  countr}^    This  series  forms 
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the  first  circulating  collection  from  the  Victoria  and  Albert 
Museum,  to  the  authorities  of  which  your  Committee  is  indebted 
for  the  loan. 

The  Permanent  Collection  has  received  additions  by  gift  and 
purchase,  full  particulars  being  given  in  the  table  which  follows. 
The  most  interesting  and  valuable  gift  is  that  of  a  Bronze  Portrait 
Bust  of  Miss  Florence  Nightingale,  who,  although  born  at  Florence, 
was  the  daughter  of  a  well-known  Derb3^shire  family.  The  bust 
is  a  replica  of  an  original  in  marble  executed  by  Sir  John  Steell, 
R.S.A.,  in  1862,  and  now  in  the  Royal  United  Services  Institution. 
The  donor,  Mr.  L.  H.  Shore  Nightingale,  is  a  member  of  the  dis- 
tinguished lady's  family.  The  Wright  Collection  has  been  in- 
creased by  gifts,  purchases  and  transfers  from  the  Bemrose 
collection,  so  that  the  gallery  now  has  a  fairly  representative 
series  of  engraved  reproductions  of  the  works  of  Joseph  Wright, 
A.R.A.  (1734-1797),  the  most  celebrated  painter  ever  associated 
with  Dcrb}^  The  Ceramic  Collection  has  received  additions  from 
the  W.  W.  Simpson  bequest  through  the  good  offices  of  the 
National  Art  Collections  Fund.  The  pieces  received  included 
many  types  not  already  in  the  collections,  such  as  Royal  Copen- 
hagen, Modern  Worcester,  Whicldon  Ware,  etc.  While  our 
Ceramic  section  is  strong  in  English  porcelain,  notably  so  in  Old 
Crown  Derby,  the  pottery  section  is  not  at  all  representative,  as 
will  be  understood  from  the  fact  that  not  a  single  specimen  is 
included  from  the  famous  Derby  pottery  known  as  the  Cockpit 
Hill  Potworks.  This  is  an  excellent  opportunity  for  some  generous 
collector  to  help  in  filling  a  gap  which  ought  not  to  exist. 

Much  work  has  been  done  in  cleaning,  varnishing,  labelling 
and  framing  pictures  in  the  Permanent  Collection,  but  more 
remains  to  be  done  in  the  way  of  re-gilding  many  of  our  large 
frames,  which  means  considerable  expense. 


Your  Committee  are  happy  to  believe  that  much  of  the  work 
in  the  supply  of  healthy  and  instructive  literature,  of  upHfting 
art  and  natural  science,  which  they  have  striven  so  long  to  extend, 
is  now  being  accomphshed,  but  they  are  fully  conscious  that  much 
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remains  to  be  done.  The  urgent  necessity  for  the  strictest 
economy  still  conditions  their  labours,  and  moderates  their  efforts 
for  a  yet  wider  ser\4ce  of  the  Institution  under  their  charge. 

They  gladly  acknowledge  the  care  and  capacity  of  their  staff, 
and  particularly  the  conscientious  and  painstaking  labours  of 
their  chief  officials,  Mr.  Walton  and  Mr.  Wilhamson.  Once  more 
they  take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  the  local  press  for  uniformly 
courteous  and  helpful  assistance  in  their  notices  of  the  Institution 
and  its  works.

FIFTY-FIRST  ANNUAL  REPORT

ART  GALLERY  COMMITTEE. 


THE  Fifty-first  Annual  Report  of  your  Committee,  now  sub- 
mitted, gives  further  evidence  of  the  constantly  increasing 
services  of  the  Institution  under  their  charge,  the  issues 
of  books  having  again  advanced  in  all  the  lending  depart- 
ments, and  showing  a  total  increase  of  36,014  volumes,  with  an 
increase  of  stock  numbering  2,115  volumes. 

CENTRAL  LIBRARIES. 

The  Statistical  Tables  show  that  the  Central  Lending  Depart- 
ment, though  open  five  days  fewer  than  last  year,  issued  19,769 
volumes  more,  of  which  7,651  volumes  were  in  the  Children's 
Department  ;  while  satisfactory  increases  in  science  and  techno- 
logy, natural  history  and  poetry,  art  and  music,  are  revealed — 
gratifying  evidence  that  the  demand  for  informing  as  well  as 
recreative  reading  steadily  progresses.  Your  stock  at  present 
does  not  increase  very  considerably,  for  while  over  700  new 
volumes  have  been  added  here  almost  an  equal  number  have  been 
worn  out  by  legitimate  use,  and  withdrawn  during  the  past  year. 

On  the  Reference  Department  the  demands  have  been  ap- 
proximately the  same  as  last  year,  the  figures  given  showing  only 
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volumes  required  from  the  closed  shelves  ;  but  a  large  number 
of  works,  particularly  in  the  Commercial  Section,  are  consulted 
without  formality  of  any  kind:,  and  this  much  appreciated  service 
cannot  be  recorded  in  statistical  form. 

THE  BRANCH  LIBRARIES. 

The  services  of  the  Branch  Libraries,  with  their  system  of 
direct  access  for  the  public  to  the  books  continue  to  expand,  the 
increased  issues  at  the  Alvaston  Branch  being  2,899,  and  at  the 
Peartree  Branch  14,183.  This  in  spite  of  a  fall  in  the  Children's 
Sections  of  4,873  and  7,575  issues  respectively.  If  the  children 
have  not  taken  so  many  volumes  home  this  year,  they  much 
appreciated  their  commodious  reading  rooms,  which  are  crowded 
in  the  evenings,  particularly  during  the  winter  months. 

During  the  past  winter  months  a  series  of  over  a  dozen  illus- 
trated lectures  by  voluntary  helpers  on  popular  science,  natural 
history  and  travel,  were  organised  by  your  Committee,  but  the 
adult  attendance  was  not  considered  sufftcient  to  justify  the  cost 
of  continuing  the  experiment  during  the  coming  session.  The 
use  of  the  lecture  rooms  has  been  granted  on  several  occasions 
for  lectures  of  an  educational  or  informing  character,  arranged 
by  responsible  persons,  on  the  usual  conditions  that  such  lectures 
are  free  to  the  public  generally,  and  that  no  party  or  sectarian 
propaganda  be  permitted. 

Your  extensive  library  services  necessitate  a  large  amount  of 
book  repairing,  and  the  year's  statistics  show  that  6,833  volumes 
have  passed  through  the  Bookbinding  Department,  the  prompt 
attention  of  which  enables  the  volumes  dealt  with  to  be  returned 
to  the  shelves  with  the  minimum  of  absence. 

STRUCTURAL  AND  GENERAL. 

In  continuation  of  the  work  undertaken  primarily  for  relief 
of  trade  depression,  the  whole  of  the  buildings  under  your  Com- 
mittee's control  have  now  undergone  minor  repairs  and  repainting, 
and  the  frontages  of  the  Branch  Libraries  been  put  in  a  satisfactory 
condition.    Your  Committee  have  a  scheme  for  converting  the 
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Central  Lending  Department  system  to  Open  Access,  which  had 
the  approval  of  the  Town  Council  at  the  October  Meeting,  and 
which  it  is  hoped  to  carry  into  effect  within  the  coming  twelve 
months.  This  change,  it  is  believed,  will  greatly  facilitate  the 
service  of  the  public  and  reduce  the  occasional  congestion,  un- 
avoidable under  the  existing  system,  and  bring  their  old  estab- 
lished Central  Institution  into  line  with  the  thoroughly  up-to-date 
methods  of  the  Branches. 

It  is  also  proposed  at  the  same  time  to  complete  the  scheme 
for  shelving  the  books  comprising  the  "  Bemrose  Library,"  a 
project  long  held  up  owing  to  the  prevailing  financial  conditions. 
For  this  purpose  the  large  book-stacks  now  in  the  Lending  Depart- 
ment can  be  utilized,  smaller  cases  being  substituted  there,  so  as 
to  provide  ready  access  to  the  books. 

MUSEUM. 

A  number  of  interesting  items  have  been  added  to  the  Museum 
Collections  during  the  year,  including  a  specimen  of  a  White- 
tailed  Eagle  {Haliaetus  alhicilUis),  shot  on  Derwent  Moors,  Derby- 
shire, on  8th  February,  1921.  The  shooting  of  this  rare  visitor 
to  our  neighbourhood  was  the  subject  of  legal  proceedings,  and 
the  court  ordered  the  bird  to  be  forfeited  to  this  Museum,  where 
it  eventually  arrived  after  some  controversy.  A  series  of  exhibits 
has  been  prepared,  introductory  to  the  study  of  ornithology, 
consisting  of  typical  heads  and  bills,  dissected  wings,  skeleton  of 
rook  with  bones  named,  mounted  wood-pigeon  with  feather-areas 
named,  etc.  Other  noteworthy  additions  are  a  pair  of  Wild  Cats 
{Fells  sylvestris),  from  Rossshire,  which  are  very  fine  specimens. 
No  exact  figures  can  be  given  of  the  attendance  to  the  Museum, 
but  it  is  probably  about  one  hundred  thousand  per  annum. 

ART  GALLERY. 

The  policy  of  providing  a  number  of  short  period  Exhibitions, 
illustrating  various  phases  of  art,  has  again  been  followed  by  your 
Committee,  and  there  is  no  doubt  this  policy  meets  with  the 
approval  of  the  public,  as  is  shown  by  the  record  of  attendances.

No  fewer  than  eight  separate  collections  have  been  shown,  entailing 
a  considerable  amount  of  work  on  the  staff  in  hanging  and  arrang- 
ing. The  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  here  tendered  to  all  who 
have,  by  the  loan  of  works  of  art,  assisted  in  providing  exhibitions 
of  a  high-class,  which  must  have  a  beneficial  influence  on  the 
general  education  of  the  community. 

The  Autumn  Exhibition  of  Modern  Paintings  was  held  from 
26th  October  to  8th  Jemuary,  being  opened  by  the  Right  Hon. 
The  Earl  Ferrers,  F.S.A.,  who  gave  an  interesting  address  to  an 
appreciative  audience.  This  was  the  second  open  exhibition  held 
since  the  war,  and  proved  highly  successful.  A  total  of  346 
works  were  exhibited,  which  included  oil  paintings,  water  colours, 
pastels,  miniatures,  etchings,  and  a  few  pieces  of  sculpture. 

The  members  of  the  Derby  Sketching  Club  held  their  Thirty- 
sixth  Annual  Exhibition  in  the  Art  Gallery,  from  the  3rd  February 
to  the  6th  March.  The  attendance  of  visitors  was  well  main- 
tained, and  the  sale  of  pictures  was  satisfactory  to  the  members. 

The  Exhibition  of  works  by  members  of  the  British  Water 
Colour  Society  contained  some  good  drawings  by  many  of  the 
leading  painters  in  this  medium.  It  was  opened  on  10th  March 
by  L.  Burleigh  Bruhl,  Esq.,  R.B.A.,  President  of  the  Society. 

The  Inlaid- Wood  Panels  executed  by  Mr.  A.  J.  Rowley,  from 
designs  by  Frank  Brangwyn,  R.A.,  W.  A.  Chase,  M.  M.  Livens, 
and  others,  proved  very  attractive,  not  only  from  the  novelty  of 
the  work,  but  from  the  artistic  effects  produced  by  the  use  of 
woods  of  different  colour  and  grain. 

Three  "  one-man  "  shows  were  included  in  the  programme  for 
the  year,  namely,  Thin-Oil  Paintings  by  the  late  F.  W.  Hayes, 
which  illustrated  a  rapid  method  of  sketching  in  oils  developed 
by  this  artist  ;  a  miscellaneous  collection  of  works  by  the  late 
Walter  Crane,  R.W.S.,  which  included  water-colours,  oil  sketches, 
book-illustrations,  designs,  etc.  ;  and  a  collection  of  etchings  by 
the  late  Sir  Francis  Seymour  Haden,  P.R.E.,  whose  father  and 
grandfather  were  born  in  Derby.  This  latter  collection  was  lent 
by  the  kindness  of  the  Birkenhead  Art  Gallery  Committee. 
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An  Exhibition  which  attracted  considerable  attention  was  that 
of  drawings  and  engravings  executed  by  children  in  the  Vienna 
Municipal  School  of  Art.  The  work  of  these  children  presented 
an  entirely  different  outlook  from  that  of  Enghsh  children  of 
corresponding  age,  characterised  by  a  sense  of  design,  imagination 
and  a  feeling  for  colour,  which  Professor  Cizek,  who  is  responsible 
for  their  training,  attributes  to  his  method  by  which  he  avoids 
repressing  individuality,  or  giving  his  pupils  a  bias  in  any  particular 
direction. 

Additions  to  the  Permanent  Collection,  while  not  very  numerous 
include  several  items  of  special  local  interest.  Among  these  is  a 
sepia  drawing  by  Wright  of  Derby,  a  preliminary  sketch  for  his 
important  oil  painting  "  The  Alchymist,"  which  has  for  many 
years  been  in  our  possession.  Besides  showing  how  Wright 
developed  his  subjects,  additional  value  arises  from  the  fact  that 
on  the  back  of  the  sketch  is  a  letter  from  Wright's  friend,  Mr. 
P.  P.  Burdett,  dated  Liverpool,  4th  February,  1771,  in  reply  to 
a  request  from  the  painter  for  information  about  the  scientific 
apparatus  depicted  in  the  picture.  The  Ceramic  Section  con- 
tinues to  grow  by  gifts  and  bequests,  but  in  the  absence  of  a 
fund  for  purchasing  objects,  growth  is  not  as  symmetrical  as  it 
should  be.    A  full  Hst  of  acquisitions  is  appended.
